The only way to make most 
St. Louis public schools safe 
from fires is to instill sprinkler 
systems, City Fire Marshal 
Trantina declared today. 

Most of the schools built be- 
fore 1945 have “hidden struc- 
tural deficiencies, such as wood 
joists, that are hazardous unless 
the buildings are protected by 
sprinklers,’’ Trantina said. 

He added that he “definitely 
believes” the Board of Educa- 
tion should have its own fire 
marshal to help implement the 
city’s recommendations on safe- 
ty procedures and to keep a 
close watch on day-to-day house- 
keeping practices in the schools. 

This would not be a duplica- 
tion of the city’s inspection pro- 
gram, Trantina said, noting that 
most St. Louis industries with 
large plants employ fire mar- 
shals. 

Board Refuses to Act. 

The School Board last night 
again refused to authorize 
Earold E, Dessau, acting com- 
missioner of school buildings, to 
hire a school fire marshal. The 
post has been vacant for five 
months. 

Dessau has said that one rea- 
son his department’s survey of 
the city’s recommendations on 
fire safety is proceeding slowly 
is because he does not have a 
qualified person to advise him. 

“This sort of work requires 
years of experience and train- 
ing, and I’m not competent to 
serve as a fire marshal,” Des- 
sau told members of the School 
Board last night. 

Nevertheless, the board re- 
jected by a 4-to-7 vote, a mo- 


tion to authorize Dessau to em- | 


ploy a fire marshal at a salary 
of $6600 a year. 

Last month, the School Board 
decided to defer action on Des- 
sau’s request, after Oscar A. 
Ehrhardt said he wanted to de- 
termine ~whether such action 
would be a duplication in view 
of the fact that the city now 
inspects schools.

Board members who opposed 
the motion to hire the fire mar- 
shal said they thought the board 
should wait until Ehrhardt’s 
committee and the city officials 
reach a decision. That will be in

The motion to employ ~a fire 
marshal was made by Daniel

LONDON, Sept. 9 (AP)—The 
Soviet Union called today for 
Red China and India to settle 
their frontier disputes “in the 
interests of both countries.” 


The call came in a statement 
by the official Soviet news 
agency, Tass. It was broadcast 
by Radio Moscow. ; 

The statement said Western 
reports of incidents on the 
Indian-Chinese frontier were cal- 
culated to stir up tension before 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev’s 
visit to the United States. 

It added: “It is hoped that the 
Chinese and Indian governments 
will settle the incidents in the 
interests of both countries.” 


This was the first major Mos- 
cow statement on the dispute be- 
‘tween China and India. The 
Kremlin apparently has been 
caught between two fires—its alli- 
ance with the Peiping Commu- 
nists and its long and costly at- 
tempts to woo India.

clear warfare.” 

Using an ion exchange tech- 
nique similar to that employed 
tin home water softeners, it has 
been possible to remove up to 


skimmed milk without loss of 
calcium from the milk. Stron- 
tium has been removed from 
cream by repeated dilution of 
the cream with water followed 
by separation of the cream from 
the water. 

The AEC emphasized that

They said that there was ‘no 
doubt” that sufficiently high lev- 
els of radiation can and-do pro- 
duce cancer in man and genetic 
changes in certain types of flies 
and small animals,” 

“There is equally no doubt,” 
they said, “that the problem of 
radiation hazards cannot be 
taken out of its context and re- 
garded as a new and menacing 
phenomenon of mankind.”’ 

They found that although some 
foods were 20,000 times more | 
radioactive than others, the vari- 
ation in the radioactivity of hu- 
man beings was only between 
one and ten units. | 

From tests made on adults and 
stillborn children, the research- 
ers concluded “that we do not | 
grow more “radioactive as we 
grow older.” | 


In a period of one month they 
measured the radioactivity of | 
everything eaten by a normally 
healthy 34-year-old boy and 
found that ‘‘no radioactivity was 
added.” However, they found a 
“vast range” in the radioactivity | 
of different kinds of foods. |

(UPI)—Federal Bureau of Inves-

No arrests have been made. 

Gov. Orval Faubus called the 
bombings “‘sickening and deplor- 


able” and said he hoped they 
would not be repeated. 


The explosions rocked three 
separate sections of Little Rock 
within a 38-minute period. One 
damaged an office of the Little 
Rock School Board. Another 
shattered part of a building 
where Mayor Werner C. Knoop 
has offices of the construction 
firm of which he is president.

Com- 
munist pressure is being brought to bear on 
the Western-oriented Laotian government, 
with the apparent objective of it 
down. That is about all the free world knows. 
In such a situation time is of the essence, and 
it is heartening that U.N. officials and dele- 
gates recognized it. Delay could mean extinc- 
tion of freedom in Laos, a loss the West could 
ill afford. 

In an effort to move rapidly the United 
States persuaded the members of the Council 
(other than Russia) to treat the request for a 
fact-finding committee as a “procedural” rath- 
er than a “substantive” question. The Soviet 
Union could have blocked a substantive reso- 
lution with its veto; adoption of a procedural 
resolution required only a majority. The 10- 
to-1 vote favoring the Western resolution left 
no room for doubts. 

The Soviet Union ran the gamut of parlia- 
mentary maneuvers in its unsuccessful at- 
tempt to prevent the formation of the inquiry 
group. But the extreme politeness of the 
Russian delegate, Arkady Sobolev, is enough 
to raise questions as to the real Soviet posi- 
tion. It appears the Russians wanted to scotch 
the investigation, bitterly opposed by Asian 
Communists, in a gentlemanly way to avoid 
rancor on the eve of Premier Khrushchev’s 
visit to the United States. They also wanted 
to avoid offending Red China. Is there, per- 
haps, something more than meets the eye in 
this attitude? 

there is an inference here that the idea of 
fomenting trouble in Asia during the Khrush- 
chev visit originated with Red China and that 
the Russians were unable to stop it. China 
does not want to see better relations between 
Russia and the United States, and the Chinese 
knew well enough that Americans opposed to 
the Khrushchev visit could use the Laotian 
crisis for propaganda purposes. One would 
think the Russians would try to settle this 
matter privately with the Chinese, rather 
than let the issue go publicly to the Security 
Council. If they did try they failed, and that 
adds something to our knowledge of the power 
relationship between Moscow and Peiping. 

As the State Department pointed out, the 
military outbreak in Laos followed confer- 
ences in Moscow and Peiping between Ho Chi 
Minh of North Viet Nam and Soviet and Chi- 
nese Communist leaders and conferences in 
Moscow between members of the North Viet 
Nam Politburo and Soviet Deputy Prime Min- 
ister Anastas Mikoyan, who visited the United 
States last spring. The meaning of this inter- 
play is shrouded in mystery and the Commu- 
nists obviously do not want a solution to be 
placed before the world. We hope the U.N. 
investigators dig out the facts and publicize 
them.

“It ain’t necessarily so” that the team that’s 
ahead on Labor Day wins the pennant.

And if it does not go to the top of the flag- 
pole, there will be mourning among baseball- 
ers everywhere but in Cleveland. 

This scared world needs a White Sox tri- 
umph to renew its hope in this age of H-bomb 
tests and homerun blasts.

They 
find adequate redress in existing constitu- 
tional provisions, supplemented by the other 
recommendations of the commission. In 
these views they are supported by a sixth 
member of the commission, former Gov. John 
§. Battle of Virginia. 


But it would be a mistake to put all the em- 
phasis on the equal split, or even the major 
emphasis on differences. There were other 
aspects on which the commissioners agreed 
and concerning which they are submitting 
recommendations. For example, the Com- 
mission rightly recommends that the Bureau 
of the Census either undertake, in connection 
with the census next year or at the earliest 
possible time thereafter, “a nationwide and 
territorial compilation of registration and vot- 
ing statistics which shall include a count of 
individuals by race, color and national 
origin.” . 

This significant civil rights statement con- 
stitutes a strong recommendation to Congress 
to extend the Commission’s life, now sched- 
uled to expire in two months. Such an exten- 
sion is another piece of business Congress 
should attend to before adjournment. 


The President’s Chance 


When President Eisenhower reports to the 
nation by radio and television on his success- 
ful mission to Britain, France and West Ger- 
many, he should take the opportunity to ex- 
plain to the American people exactly why 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev was invited to 
the United States and how he should be 
treated when he arrives next week. 


There is still a great deal of misunderstand- 
ing about this. It should be repeated as often 
as necessary that Mr. Khrushchev is coming 
because those who direct United States for- 
eign policy believe his visit will further the 
interests of the United States. There is no 
other reason and Mr. Eisenhower, within the 
bounds of propriety and good manners, should 
make that clear.

Memories of Layne 


If the benefit aspects are 
not enough, the appearance of 
Bobby Layne ought to be suf- 
ficient reason to attend the 
Chicago-Pittsburgh profession- 
al football exhibition Friday 
night at Busch Stadium. 

Layne not only owns one 
of the finest arms ever to 
throw a touchdown pass, but 
also is a delightful character 
whose capers off the field are 
almost as colorful as his antics 
on it. 

Probably not since legendary 
Johnny (McNally) Blood be- 
came filled -with youthful 
enthusiasm and bug juice, 
swiping a taxicab for a joy- 
ride here a quarter century 
ago, has there been in St. 
Louis a football player able 
to flout training rules so con- 
sistently—and to the opposi- 
tion’s regret. 

If Layne isn’t exactly an old

Here is a comparison of the two | 
systems: 

College boards charge each 

high school student $6 for a 
scholastic aptitude test (until this 
year it was $7). The student’s 
high school is also charged 10 
cents for each test given, A fur- 
ther test, to determine advance | 
placement, costs the student an- 
other $9. 

ACT will charge each student 
$3, and levy no charge against 
the high school. The lowa test 
covers both scholastic aptitude 
and advance placement. 

CEEB provides the participat- 


flects world knowledge and read- 
ing ability. No reports are made | 
to the student or to the high | 
school. 

The Iowa program will give the 
colleges four scores — English, 
mathematics, science and social 
studies. It wil also tell the stu- 
dent his score, in an interpretive | 
leaflet, and report the score to. 
the high school. When the stu- | 
dents become college freshmen; | 
their college grades will be re- 
ported back to the high schools | 
to help the schools judge their | 
own teaching programs. 

Lindquist sees in the new test- 
ing program the only salvation | 
for some colleges where entering | 
students now have to take up to 
18 hours of tests the first week | 
they are on the campus. This is | 
bad enough now, he says, and | 
will be worse when the number | 
of college freshmen jumps from | 
711,000 this year to an estimated | 
1,267,000 in 1969. | 

A big factor in the lower cost | 
of the Iowa program is the mil- 
lion-dollar electronic test scoring 
equipment which Lindquist de- 
signed and developed.

EXTENSION OF RIGHTS 
GROUP PREDICTED 


The life of the federal Civil 
Rights commission will be ex- 
tended, Rufus Kuykendall, direc- 
tor of laws, plans and research 
for the commission, predicted | § 
here Wednesday. 

Kuykendali was in St. Louis 
to discuss and explain the com- 
mission’s reports and recom- 
mendations at a meeting of the 
Missouri Advisory Committee of 
the Civil Rights Commission. 


Répresentatives of intergroup 
relations organizations and pub- 
lic agencies attended the meet- 
ing at the St. Louis University 
School ‘of Law, 3646 Lindell 
boulevard. 

Kuykendall said he was opti- 
thistic about the life of the com- 
mission being extended because 
a proposal to that effect has been 
attached as a rider to an appro- 
priations bill which must be 
passed before Congress ad- 

. The bill, he said, car- 
ries funds for Government oper- 
ations. 

The commission, set up in 1957, 
is headed by John A. Hannah, 
president of Michigan State Uni- 
versity. It is scheduled to go 
out of existence in two months 
unless its life is extended by 
Congress. 

In a report to President Eisen- 
hower and Congress on Tuesday, 
the commission proposed broad 
measures aimed at eliminating 
racial discrimination in voting, 
education and housing. 

The report included recom- 
mendations for federal registra- 
tion of voters and a constitu- 
tional amendment designed to in- 
sure universal suffrage. 


Many of the commission’s rec- 
ommendations could be put into 
effect without action by Con- 
gress, Kuykendall asserted, An 
executive order, he said, could 
clear up some racial inequities. 

He said he thought Congress 
would have to take the leader- 
ship in the field of civil rights. 


The Civil Rights Commission 
already has embarked on pro- 
grams for the future, Kuyken- 
dall stated. 


It expects to go into the prob- 
lems of discrimination in em- 
rey administration of jus- 

and transportation, he said.

he added.

As a matter of fact, it is 
a wonder that Sinatra has sur- 
vived the abuse he gives his 
pipe-cleaner torso. 

Incidentally, his physical ap- 
pearance is ptive. Despite 
the emaciated look, Sinatra is 
rugged and wiry. His rigorous 
schedule has worn out associates 
who are far more physically im- 
pressive. 

Wheri” someone inquired why 
Sinatra doesn’t get more rest, a 
fellow - performer explained: 
“For him, activity is a form of 
relaxation.” 


There are many people who 
find the routine of life plainly 
tedious. So they seek relief from 
the tediousness with periodical 
excitement. After a while, ironi- 
cally, the excitement becomes 
routine, too. In Sinatra’s case, 
the restless glitter of show busi- 
hess seemed the perfect outlet 
for his untamed energies. The 
fighting disposition was fed with 
explosions of imaginative energy 
and the physical vigor essential 
to striving for stardom. 

Unlike many others, Sinatra 
continues fighting even after 
winning a fight. In addition, his 
battling lacks discrimination. He 
will strike back at a pest in a 
night club with all the fire and 
fervor he directs against such 
massive problems as bigotry. 

In the personal history of Si- 
natra, the undisciplined emotion 
has been a primary factor in his 
headline-tormented career. 


His dominant characteristic is 
probably his rigid independence. 
And his refusal to compromise 
is undoubtedly a source of nu- 
merous rhubarbs. He doesn’t 
know the meaning of flexibility. 

When friends try to offer coun- 
sel, he will flare up: ‘Don’t tell 
me! Suggest! But don’t tell me!” 
One of his associates declares 
that “he often mistakes a sug- 
gestion for a command.” 

Independence, when stretched 
to an extreme, becomes a form 
of isolation. Sinatra is a rich 
and famous island surrounded by 
Sinatra — battling to retain his 
lonely position. 

. Over the years, Frank Sina- 
tra’s relations with the press 
generally have taken on the en- 
during hostility of the cold war. 

The origin of the strife is lost in 
the dim past. It is Sinatra's pri- 
vate contention that, “I don’t 
fight the press, the press fights 
me.” 

The dispute actually is rooted 
in basic misconceptions on Sina- 
tra’s part. He takes the privi- 
leges of being a public figure 
while resisting the responsibili- 
ties. 

Luminaries in every field of 
endeavor must accept the respon- 
sibility of*communicating with 
the people responsible for their 
gold and glory—the public. It 


wasn’t just Sinatra’s singing and. 


acting that made him successful 
—it was the people who listened 
and watched. 

Another source of tension be- 
tween Sinatra and the press is 
his black-and-white attitude. He 
classifies newsmen as either pro- 
or anti-Sinatra. You are either 
on his team—or a member of 
an invading army. 

For many years Sinatra was 
shrewdly handled by the late 
George Evans, who was one of 
Broadway’s more brilliant press 
agents. Evans was the mission- 
ary who guided him through the 
wilderness of public relations— 
and created the image which 
made Sinatra a conquerer. Since 
Evens passed, Sinatra’s relations 
with the press have steadily de- 
teriorated. 

There is another factor, too, 
in the cat-and-mouse game Sina- 
tra plays with the newspapers. 
In common with many celebri- 
ties, he is surrounded by yes- 
men. The inevitable 
is a drifting into extreme vanity 
which leads to self-deception. 
Over a period of years, a man 
conditioned by stooges considers 
critics as intruders in his happy- 
happy Land of Yes.

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The foregoing is not to suggest 
that Sinatra is barren of sup- 
porters in the press. There is no 
journalistic conspiracy against 
him. Many newsmen have sought 
to give his side of the story. One 
wrote recently: 


“Sinatra talks quite frankly 
and endeavors to be accommo- 
dating when he feels he is not 
going to be exploited for the 
sake of sensationalism, but re- 
fuses to talk to writers look- 
ing for true-confession details 
about his divorce from Nancy 
Sinatra, mother of his three 
children, and his subsequent 
stormy marriage to Ava Gard- 
ner.” 


In all fairness, it should be re- |e 


corded that Sinatra occasionally 
has been depicted brutally by 
scandal magazines and victimized 
by slanted stories. They are the 
exception rather than the rule. 
Sinatra, unfortunately, damned 
the whole orchard as the result

Ocean Water Temperature

THOUSANDS OF TESTS have 
been made to learn the tempera- 
ture of ocean water. As we 
might expect, the samples have 
been found to differ widely in 
temperature—according to sea- 
son, location and depth.

warmest at the surface in the 
Torrid Zone. There we find the 
temperature commonly ranging 
between 78 and 89 degrees Fabh- 
renheit. 

Certain enclosed seas have 
even warmer water. I am think- 
ing chiefly of the Red Sea and 
the Persian Gulf, which have 
temperatures at the surface 
ranging from 93 to 96 degrees. 
Never in my travels have I felt 
that I was “going through an 
oven” to the extent I did while 
passing down the Red Sea on an 
ocean liner.

while the bottom water is just 
above the freezing point. 

That statement gives a general 
picture, but leaves out somé 
facts. In frigid areas, the sur- 
face water may be four or five 
degress colder than the wait 
near the bottom. Vast fields of 
ice exist in many parts of the 
Arctic Ocean, but the lowermost 
water in that ocean (sometimes 
called a sea) is a little above 
the freezing point. 

In the North Atlantic and the 


North Pacific, the temperature 
sinks rapidly, the lower down a 
person goes. In one test, the 
temperature was 82 degrees at 
the surface, but sank to 52 de- 
grees at a depth of one third 
of a mile. 


Q. Is there much difference 
between the temperature of the 
ocean surface, and deep ‘down? 


A. Usually there is great deal 
of difference. Surface water may 
have a temperature of 75 degrees
